mel «& Vogt branch of the American Cigar 
Company, whore she had been for the 
past five years. 

Laughing and joking, apparently In the 
happiest of moods. Miss Man gum yester¬ 
day afternoon was the life of a small 
Ifjariy, consisting of members of her fam- 
lly and neighbors. The party went for a 
short walk and returning to the Mangum 
homo seated, themselves in the sitting- 
room. Later most of them departed leav¬ 
ing the young woman, William Cox, her 
brother-in-law. and N. 8. Sutlett, a friend 
of the family, in animated conversation. 
T he conversation, which was led by the 
young woman, turned to her difficulty 
with her sweetheart Suddenly she got 
up. It was said at the hopie, went to u 
shelf, and, taking a bottle containing lau¬ 
danum in one hand and another contain¬ 
ing carbolic acid In the other, site posed 
picturesquely in the center or the room 
and asked: 

“How do you think I’d look with my 
picture like this?’* 

“Great/* one of her companions Is satd 
to have responded, laughing, and she re¬ 
turned the bottles to the shelf. 

Soon afterward she began to cry ami 
threatened to end her life. She called at. 
tentlon to the suicide several weeks ngo 
of a young woman friend, who took car¬ 
bolic acid, and said that it would be bet- 
ter for everybody If she could go the same 
way. Her companions tried to comfort 
her and she seemed to become cheerful 
again. Then she asked them to leave the 
room. As soon as they had withdrawn 
she locked the door on the Inside. 

A scream from the room caused the 
men to return hurriedly. They found the 
door locked and lost no time In forcing 
tm entrance. Tb*> girl was lying on a sofa 
screaming urns of the poison showed 
on either side of her mouth and chin. 
She begged her friends to help her and 
several household remedies were adminis¬ 
tered without effect. The young woman 
died a half hour filter despuite the efforts 
of a physician who had besn called.

SEED SOWN AT TENT MEETING.

their nelf-sacrifices, the Berry Boulevard 
Presbyterian church was dedicated yea* 
terday afternon at 3 o’clock with Impres¬ 
sive ceremonies. A fact of Joy to th? lit¬ 
tle congregation was that sufficient 
money was raised at the service to pay 
oft the remaining indebtedness on the 
building and to Insure that In the future 
their efforts will not be hampered by the 
burden of a debt always calling for pay¬ 
ment.

Building Cost Actually $800. 


The church was erected at a cost of 
only SS00 In money, but It is worth, to¬ 
gether with the lot on which It Is built. 
$3,100. The lot was donated, much of the 
material used In the building was given 
by people Interested in the work and a 
great part of the labor was performed by 
the members of the congregation Itself. 
Therefore In the dedication of the build¬ 
ing and the raising of funds to pay oft 
the Indebtedness of about KKW there was 
double Joy for the congregation. 

The dedicatory sermon was preached by 
the Rev. W. R. Anderson, of Bardstown. 
who conducted a tent meeting for the 
congregation some time ago and was In¬ 
strumental Jn building up the congrega¬ 
tion. He was assisted In the services by 
the Rev. H. W. McLaughlin, of the Stu¬ 
art Robinson Memorial Presbyterian 
church, the Rev. W. H. Mlley, of the 
Portiand-avenue Presbyterian church, 
and the Rev. J. D. Wallace, of the Berry 
Boulevard church. A large congregation 
attended the services. 

• • • 

Sacrifice and Consecration. 


The story of the beginning and growth 
of Berry Boulevard Presbyterian church 
Is one of sacrifice, consecration and In¬ 
spiration. It hod its beginning In De¬ 
cember. 1$05, when the Rev; Edward H. 
Edwards, pastor of the Epworth Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal church, of South Louis¬ 
ville, organized a Sunday-school In the 
district public school of Jacob's addition. 
For several weeks the attendance each 
Sunday averaged from twenty to twenty- 
flvo pupils. As the work grew the peo- 

f le of the neighborhood became more In- 
e res ted and tinally decided that they 
wanted a church. 

As It was Impracticable at that time 
for his church to give the assistance that 
was needed, the Rev. Mr. Edwards turn¬ 
ed his Sunday-school over to the Pres¬ 
bytery’s Committee of Home Missions, 
ami early In the summer of 1906. Freder¬ 
ick Rapt), a member of the Stuart Rob¬ 
inson Memorial church, who had moved 
his family to the neighborhood, became 
superintendent of the Sunday-school. 

From that time on the work of build¬ 
ing a Presbyterian house of worship 
progressed rapidly. Tent-meetings were 
hdd and all collections were added to the 
building fund. 

One woman dlJ her own washing for 
several weeks in order that she might 
save 12 to donate to the cause. Mr. Rapp, 
the Sunday-school superintendent, and a 
neighbor dug the foundation. The lot on 
which the church was built was donated, 
and the building was first used as u place 
of worship February -4, 1907. The Rev. 
J. D. Wallace Is the pastor, and he ex¬ 
pects to accomplish much good Jn the 
neighborhood. 

WANT NEW NAME. 


ALUMNI OF STATE COLLEGE 
STARTS CAMPAIGN. 


Present Cognomen Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Ken¬ 
tucky. 


Lexington, Ky., May 19.—[Special.]— 
A movement has been set on foot by a 
number of the etuoents. alumni and 
others interested in the institution to 
change the name of Kentucky State 
College from "Agricultural and Mec¬ 
hanical College of Kentucky/* ns It is 
now* designated In the charter, to 
"State University of Kentucky/* Those 
who advocate the change point out that 
the latter name would be more in keep¬ 
ing with the object and position of the 
institution than the name by which It Is 
gt present known. The Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation. of which Prof. W. H. Scherffius. 
of the Experiment Station, is chairman, 
has appointed a committee of eleven 
graduates, one In each congressional 
district of tho State, to bring the mat¬ 
ter of changing the name of the college 
before the people. 

The students propose to aid this com¬ 
mittee by appointing a representative 
In each county to take up the move¬ 
ment and impress its Importance on the 
members of the Legislature, and the 
students themselves during the sum¬ 
mer vacation will, miss no opportunity 
of advancing the object desired. Two 
petitions will be circulated advocating 
the change in the college name. One 
of these will be signed by the students 
and presented to the board of trustees 
at the June meeting of the board, and 
an effort will be made to persuade the 
board to recommend the change of 
name in its report to the Legislature 
and to appoint a committee to push the 
matter Another petition will be signed 
by alumni ami citizens at large and 
presented to the Legislature at Its next 
cession. 

An effort was made about ten years 
ago to have the Legislature change the 
name of the college, and a bill to this 
effect was presented by State Senator 
C J Bronston and passed the Senate 
by unanimous vote. In the house, how¬ 
ever it met with opposition from other 
colleges of the State, which delayed ac- 
tdn on tho bill until the Legislature 
adjourned. A strong effort will be 
rondo to secure from the next legisla¬ 
ture a much larger appropriation than 
usual, as money Is much needed to com- 
nlete the agricultural building, one 
wing of which Ib now under construc¬ 
tion and for better equipment In other 
buildings. About $200,000 will be asked

ON GARDEN TRUCK 
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Monster Hail Stones Fall 
Most Viciously. 


DAMAGE TO VEGETABLES AND 
FRUIT VERY HEAVY. 


STORM SWEEPS OVER DISTRICT 
TRIBUTARY TO LOUISVILLE. 


CURTAILS SUPPLY OF BERRIES. 


Hall stones the size of hen vggs foil In 
that territory bordering the southern and 
eastern section of Ixndsville yesterday 
afternoon and did damage amounting to 
thousands of dollars to growing crops al¬ 
ready backward because of late frosts 
and cold weather. Truck gardeners re¬ 
ported after the storm that sprouting 
peas, beans, onions, and other glowing 
vegetables were whipped and beaten by 
the hail until almost the entire crop In 
the vicinity of Louisville was damaged. 

Strawberry vines were lacerated by the 
hail stones, and henten down Into the 
earth until they were relieved of their 
early crop, and blackberry bushes also 
suffered. Glass panes covering green¬ 
houses were shattered and the contents 
of some of the greenhouses were de¬ 
stroyed. Until the storm yesterday, the 
prospects for strawberries and blackber¬ 
ries In this vicinity were good, but the 
crop in that territory directly south and 
east of Louisville Is now partially de¬ 
stroyed. 

The storm broke at 3:15 o’clock aud 
hall fell continuously for fifteen or twen¬ 
ty minutes. Small hall stones fell In the 
eastern section of the city, but they were 
hardly noticeable. Windows In residences 
were broken in the neighborhood of the 
Almshouse, of which Capt. J. K. West- 
fall Is superintendent, and growing crops 
In that vicinity wus badly damaged. 

• • • 

Stones Four Inches Around. 

M- F. Johnson, president of the State 
Horticultural Society, who lives at Fern 
Creek, about twelve miles southeast of 
Louisville, stated after the storm that 
hall stones fell in the neighborhood of 
his home that were four inches In diam¬ 
eter. He measured one that fell directly 
In front of the door of his home a4id 
found It to be three and three-fourths 
inches In diameter. 

He said that the destruction to grow¬ 
ing crops in tho neighborhood of Fern 
Creek was great, and that all prospects 
for a good crop of berries had been 
blighted. The hailstorm seemed to fol¬ 
low In the path of the truck gardens, 
it Is said, where It could do the most 
damage. Louisville's supply of berries 
during the berry season In this district 
upuAlly comes largely from that district 
visited yesterday by the hailstorm. 

• • • 

Hail Always Falls in Spots. 


F. J. Wslz, weather forecaster for this 
district, when ank^d last night about the 
hailstorm, said thut as a rule hall falls la 
spots. It may skip one section, as It did 
Lotiisvllio yesterday, and do considerable 
damage In another Hail stones are 
formed by several currents of aJr of dif¬ 
ferent temperatures- They are built up 
from drops of ruin that are wh rled about 
and mingle with particles of snow In the 
air until they sometimes assume huge 
proportions. 

Partly cloudy and slightly cooler is the 
weather forecast for to-day. to be fol¬ 
lowed to-morrow by generally fair 
weather. During the raJn and hailstorm 
yesterday afternoon the temperature 
dropped in thirty minutes from 82 to 72 
degrees The temperature at 7 o'clock 
lam night stood at the 64 degree murk. 
The rainfall during the storm amounted 
to .19 of an Inch. 


SMASH-UP BETWEEN 

TWO STREET CARS. 


Collision Occurs at Sixth and Chest¬ 
nut Streets, But No One Was 
Injured Seriously.

Wienerwurst merchants must not stand 
on the comers anti peddle their wares, 
according to an edict which has been sent 
out from the office of Col. Sebastian Gun¬ 
ther. and sellers of "Coney Islands." Ham- 
burg«rs. "dogs/* frankfurters and other 
indlgestables for which the nocturnal ap¬ 
petite craves, must not blockade the 
street Intersection* or Col. Gunther will 
have the offenders sent back to Milwau¬ 
kee. This doesn't mean that men wait¬ 
ing for the owl cars can't get a bite to 
munch on the way home, but in the fu¬ 
ture If the stragglers do got a "sinker" 
they must nab il on .the wing for the 
sandwich peddlers must keep moving. 

"The city is overrun with these sausage 
peddlers." said Col. Gunther last night. "A 
whole band of them has Just come here 
from Milwaukee, and some of them still 
have their Milwaukee license tags on 
their carta. They can't stay here It’s 
all right for them to sell their stuff If 
they keep moving, but they can't stop on 
a street corner for the night, and I nave 
Instructed all my police to keep this sort 
of peddlers moving. 

"And. too. I understand that some mer¬ 
chants and property owners who own 
comer business houses have sold to these 


peddlers the privilege to sell on the street 
in front of their stores. They can't do 
that. These Greeks pay a peddler's license 
and must keep on the move." 

Col. Gunther sent out the order to his 
men Saturday to the effect that "lunch" 
counters" should no longer occupy street 
comers. Peanut and candy stands are to 
be kept off the comers, too. and In fact 
Col. Gunther says that he will allow no 
peddler to occupy any certain corner. 

This order. It Is believed, will practi¬ 
cally rid the city of "wiony" merchants. 
For years the "owl" merchants have oc¬ 
cupied certain corners, and the promin¬ 
ence of the comer always determined the 
amount of business done. And the pa¬ 
trons. too. got in the habit of catching a 
late cur at some comer where they could 
pick Up a II imburger on the way home, 
and Col. Gunther’s order will be a great 
blow to those who haven't a midnight 
lunch laid out for them at home. Hut 
the death hlow r has been struck and it Is 
all but good-bye to the midnight sand¬ 
wich 

"There are too many of these fellows 
here." says Col. Gunther, so the "frank¬ 
furters” will be fried between blocks, 
and a Hamburger must becitught between 
comers The order will give the peddlers 
an opportunity to get more exercise.

According to figures K'von out by the 
Coroner Dr. Harris Kelly, yesterday, 
there were sixty-five suicides In Louisville 
from May 1. 1**. to May I. 1W7. the num. 
b«»r being more than twice that in any 
previous year. With the Increase in num- 
bor the variety of methods employed was 
increased, too. and during the post year 
twelve different ways of self-murder have 
been resorted to. Twenrty-eight of the 
sixty-five suicides were reported as "car¬ 
bolic acid" deaths. 

In giving out the number of suicides 
for the year and in commenting on the 
probable cause of the great increase. Dr. 
Kelly said: , . „ 

"I think that there should be more 
stringent laws passed regarding the sale 
of poisons and this law should be en¬ 
forced most strictly. The comparative 
ease with which carbolic acid can be 
procured makes It possible for almost 
anyone to get this poison at any time 
and from any druggist. The number of 
suicides In Louisville last year was more 
than twice that of any previous year." 

The methods of producing death and 
the number of victims in each case, ns 
given by Dr. Kelly, were: 

Carbolic acid, twenty-eight; gunshot. 


eleven; morphia, nine; hanging, four; 
drowning, four; laudanum, three; throat 
cut. one; concent rated lye, orm. veronal, 
one; arsenic, one; potassium cyanide, one; 
leaping under train, one. 

A total of sixty-five suicides for the 
year Is an average of more than one a 
week, and In more than half the cases 
ttie suicides have occurred on Sunday. A 
fact general In the case of suicide* is 
that they are committed on "pretty 
days." Dr. Kelly said yesterday that a 
great majority of suicides were committed 
during the pie isant summer weather. Few 
people take their lives on a stormy day 
or during bad weather, he said. 

Last night two druggists expressed the 
belief that tho number of "carbolic acid'' 
suicides in the next year would be greatly 
decreased because of an ordinance which 
pussrd the General Council a few* months 
ago forbidding the sale of pure carbolic 
acid except on a physician's prescription. 
A very diluted carbolic acid composition 
is the only torm of the acid now sold by 
the Louisville druggist, and the sale cf 
this article Is much more restricted than 
before the passage of the recent ordi¬ 
nance. Until the new ordinance was pass¬ 
ed there was no law prohibiting the sale 
of carbolic acid and* other poisons, the 
druggists say. The ordinance prohibits the

Tho case carries with it an 
Important collateral suggestion in 
regard to the smoke nuisance In our 
large cities. While that is not so deadly 
to vegetation as the Ducktown fumes 
from the open roasters, R 13 largely 
charged with sulphur and is well 
known to be injurious to health, the 
addition of the uneansumed carbon 
having similar deleterious effect, as 
well as being uncleanly.

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“Business.” 

Saturday Evening, May 18.—Tho New 
York stock market was extremely dull 
during the week ending to-day, with tho 
easier tendency noted last week still In 
evidence. The wide fluctuations in the 
Chicago wheat market lias diverted spec¬ 
ulative attention from Wall street and 
the causes operating for higher grain 
price* have a depressing effect on stocks. 
The record for the week shows that of 
the active Issues fifty-two declined, thir¬ 
teen advanced and nine remained steady. 
The Harriman Pacifies exhibited a fair 
amount of strength early in the week on 
the report that a banking syndicate had 
been formed to underwrite the recently 
authorized convertible bond issue, but on 
Wednesday, when an unfounded state¬ 
ment was made that the Interstate Com. 
^merce Commission had prepared a drastic 
report on Union Pacific affairs, they wore 
sold heavily, which had a depressing ef¬ 
fect on the entire list. Later/ when U 
became known that the statement was 
without foundation, there was a slight 
recovery. Official announcements were 
made of new security issues to the 
amount of $28,000,000, and the Issuing com¬ 
pany's stocks reflected the market’s re¬ 
gard for new issues in declines. The New 
York money market had a trifle firmer 
tone. Call money ruled easy, but time 
funds were held at slightly higher quo¬ 
tations. Coming monetary requirements 
are very heavy. Payments on stocks, 
bond* and notes are $30,923,000 for June, 
$63,915,000 for July. $37,000,000 for August 
and $41,500,000 for September, besides some 
Other large obligations to be met during 
the next few weeks. 

The Chicago wheat market showed 
great activity during the week. The pub¬ 
lic got into the market on a largo scale 
and the market was the broadest since 
the Lei ter boom of 1898. Two great out¬ 
bursts of buying occurred, one on Mon¬ 
day, when prices^ opened 5c higher, and 
the other on Thursday, when July wheat 
advanced 6c in one hour, holding moat 
of the gain To the close. Heavy realizing 
rales caused a setback to-day. Poor crop 
reports, cold weather and snow in the 
Northwest ami West and light world 
shipments were the moving features in* 
the Monday advance, while the Thursday 
gain was apparently a result of enormous 
buying on predictions of very bullish crop 
estimates. Corn and oats advanced in 
sympathy with wheat. Cotton advanced 
above the high prices nf last year, un¬ 
favorable weather reports being the chief 
bullish factors. Wheat crop reports, ac¬ 
cording to Brgdstreet’s, are a trifle more 
optimistic, but the situation demands 
good weather' from now on. Cotton is 
three weeks to a month late. 

The weekly reports of mercantile ageh- 
cies indicate that the backwardness of 
season has been reflected to some extent 
In gencml trade. However, healthful con¬ 
ditions continue. A stronger situation U 
reported in th© Iron and steel Industry. 
Railway gross earnings thus far reported 
in May show a gain of 15.8 per cent, over 
last year's figures. Bank exchanges at 
Now York fpr the week were 15.8 per cent, 
less than l^si year, but at other leading 
cities there was an average gain of 37.3 
per cent. 

Louisville bank clearings show a gain 
of nearly $2,000,000 for the week. Business 
is active in all lines, better weather hav¬ 
ing stimulated retail trade to an appre¬ 
ciable degree. Money continues rather 
tight, but reserves are in a stronger po- 


urated from indlaira by a mere bound¬ 
ary line Instead of tho broad Ohio, this 
decision would furnish ground for an 
injunction to suppress tHie coal smoke 
of our city.

A Good Constitutional PJea. 

We transfer from the columns of the 
Baltimore Sun to the columns of the 
Courier-Journal the convincing paper 
of Maryland's great Senator. Jsador 
Rayner, upon the Beveridge-Bryan de¬ 
bate. gunning In the Reader Magazine. 
Mr. Rayner served in the Lower House 
of Congress with Mr. Bryan before he 
was elevated to the Senate, and he is 
Mr. Bryan's friend, not hf 3 enemy. He 
writes as a friend from the very heart 
and brain of Democracy; but he writes 
with no purpose to assail or to belittle 
the eminent Nebraskan.

<u<blitrarlly fix the total product of nil 
iraterstiute corporations, quasi public and 
private, and to destroy their bu*h*es» if 
they transgress the congressional limit. 

"Fourth—The supreme power of Cm- 
gress to prescribe the terms upon which 
ail interstate commerce shall be conduct¬ 
ed, and Whenever Congress (which, of 
course, means the dominant party) con¬ 
ceive* it to be against public policy, it 
shall have the right absolutely to pro¬ 
hibit commercial intercourse between the 
States upon the interdicted article, as is 
fully exemplified In the provision* of the 
CtoUd Labor Bill.” 

”It is difficult,” observes the Balti¬ 
more Sun in Its editorial review, “to 
conceive a statement of policies more 
radically in opposition to the recog¬ 
nized doctrines of the Democratic par¬ 
ty as held gnd taught by Jefferson and 
the other fathers of the Republic. 
More than this, the adoption of these 
policies would be to revolutionize our 
form of Government and to Inaugurate 
a new' one.

Nuisances and Injunctions. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
©Laftes has recently rendererd an Im¬ 
portant decision in a case in which 
the State of Georgia sought an injunc¬ 
tion against several companies engaged 
in smelting copper ores at Ducktown, 
Tennessee. The copper mines from 
which the ore Is taken are In Polk 
county, Te.nn,, in the extreme southeast 
corner of the State and neur the 
Georgia lin,e. They were discovered in 
1849, and of late years have been very 
profitably worked. The copper appear* 
in three veins, the top of each being 
covered by an iron ore. from which, 
known as Gossan, the copper has been 
reached, passing lower down and leav¬ 
ing a good commercial hnon ore, eo that 
•the mines yield ores of bath metals. 
The iron ore Is shipped to various fur¬ 
naces in Tennessee and elsewhere, 
while tho copper ore, which is a sul¬ 
phide, bearing a high percentage of 
sulphur, l» first subjected to a process 
for eliminating the latter. 

Formerly this was done by roasting 
the ore In open fires, the sulphurous 
fumes from which killed large areas of 
the neighboring forests, it was to

and the response in his favor was so 
prompt, so overpowering, that his ene¬ 
mies hastened to seek cover.

It Is safe to say that his Ineffectu¬ 
al fire is eclipsed by Mr. Bryan; because 
If Alexander Hamilton to-day were 
susceptible to earthly Impressions he 
would startle in his grave if he could 
hear the commercial clause of the Con¬ 
stitution given a construction by a 
Democrat that deliberately overrides 
the reserved rights of the Btrtes and 
places their whole commercial Inter¬ 
course under the complete domination 
of the Federal Government to the point 
of prohibition. 

“Mr. Bryan's doctrine, plainly stated. 
Is that every comnierelaj transaction 
between citizens of different State* \s 
legally subject to review by Congress, 
and that the Government has the right, 
as is exemplified in the Child Labor Bill

Child Labor Bill Unconstitutional. 

"I have made a synopsis of the Fed¬ 
eral decisions upon this clause of the 
Constitution, and I do cot find any au¬ 
thority that approaches such an asser- 
ti6n of boundless Federal centraliza¬ 
tion: and. with the solitary exception 
of Senator Beveridge, although \v e have 
had any number of arguments upon 
the subject In the Senate, I have never 
heard anyone give utterance to an idea 
as far-reaching as this; and I will ven¬ 
ture the prediction that when this fav¬ 
orite measure of Senator Beveridge’s 
comes before the Senate at its ensuing 
session there will scarcely be a member 
even upon the Republican side of the 
chamber who will take the extreme 
ground that Mr. Bryan has planted 
himself upon In this debate. And I ven 
ture the further prophecy that this 
measure known ns the Child Labor Bill 
will not be enacted into law' bv Con¬ 
gress, and If It should, that it will be 
pronounced unconstitutional by the Su¬ 
preme Court.

Holding Stock of Corporations. 

"It ls In this connection that Mr. 
Bryan states: 

*' ‘It would be safer to proceed at 
once with tire passage of n law that 
would make It unlawful for any cor¬ 
poration to hold the stock of another 
corporation.* 

"AH of us will agree with him that 
corporations that serve the public, es¬ 
pecially railroads, should not hold stork 
In other competing companies; but 


respectfully submit to the Democracy 
of the Union whether, in this last an¬ 
nouncement of Mr. Bryan's, views, he 
has not progressed beyond anything he 
has ever said before, and Instead of 
following Jefferson, who declared that 
the world Is governed too much,’ and 
that the Government is best which 
governs least,’ he is not adopting the 
policy of Federal centralization tJ-duy 
advocated by its most extreme and 
radical expounded In the ranks of the 
Republican party. The Democratic 
party has been from the day of its 
birth, throughout Its •nitre career the 
mortal foe of monopoly In all its forms, 
but it can never place in the hands or 
the Federal Government the despotic 
pow'er that Mr. Bryan Is witling to con¬ 
fer upon it. without parting with its 
birthright and forever abandoning the 
faith that it has tenaciously clung to 
in all the vicissitudes of its fortune.

In his sermon yesterday morning on the 
subject, “Shall Preachers Be Honest." 
the Rev. William H. Ramsay, minister 
of the Church of the Messiah. Unitarian, 
said that ministers of to-day as a rule 
suppress their real convictions and for 
that reason they are losing the hold on 
and Influence over the people they once 
hod. In a discussion of the questions 
ruised by his question Dr. Itamsuy advo¬ 
cated an expurgation of the Bible, mean¬ 
ing by that the elimination from the 
Book of Books what might be termed 
dead wood. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

There can be no doubt that the churches 
have been losing ground, und that their 
Influence upon the thought and life of the 
modern world hhs been wan.tig for many 
years. Many of the brave leaders of the 
churches have realized this fact, and are 
trying to make the modem church a liv¬ 
ing force in the world. Dr. Algernon 
Crapeey, in his book on “Religion and 
Politics," says “the ministers are losing 
the.r Influence not because the world is 
lees religious than it was. but because 
it is more religious." Religion, he says, 
has a wider scope than the clerical inter¬ 
pretation permits it to have. The 
churches are in the rearguard of the 
powers that make for religious progress; 
they are the product of spent forces. 

Dr. Reginald I. Campbell. whose recent 
book on the “New Theology" has been 
convulsing the churches in Great Britain, 
and whose Influence is spreading all over 
this country, declares that Christianity 
has lost its hold for the time being. Tho 
reason assigned Is that the churches have 
not kept puce with the Intellectual or 
moral progress of the world, and that tho 
theologians have no living message to the 
modern man. Consequently tho world is 
going its own way, and the great rolling 
river of thought and progress is passing 
by the theologians. This bold loader and 
reformer says that the old dogmatic 
statements of religion are not only mis¬ 
leading, but Immoral, and that they g<» 
straight In the teeth of modem knowl¬ 
edge.

Some of them, he says, are try¬ 
ing to re-habilitate the truth In the giave- 
elothes of lorig-buried formulas, and that 
they have no living message for our ok«‘ 
‘•Popular pulpit addresses rarely, or never 
deal with the fundamental problems of 
life, and the last thing one expects to 
hear In such address*** is the real belief 
that the preacher pn»fe«u*** to hold. “The 
pill ha* to be sweetly sugared over, and 
the ordinary way of preaching the Gospel 
Is to avoid saying what the preacher be¬ 
lieves the Gospel to be." A prominent 
Baptist lender charges modern preacher* 
with •'diplomatically veiling the truth." 
These are very serious charges, and If 
they are true to any great extent. It 
means that the dryrot of Insincerity and 
cowardice is eating tho life of tho 
churches. 

The modern man wants to know the 
truth at any price—even if the old tra¬ 
ditional theories of religion have to be 
reconstructed. This ia true especially 
about the Bible. Thousands of ministers 
to-day kn^w that the old theories about 
the Bibb* have been disproved by the In¬ 
vestigations of modern reverent scholars, 
within nil the churches. But the^e men 
too frequently ke ep pttecit about these 
questions, while the rising generation L* 
drifting Into unbelief for lack of the help 
nnd enlightenment that could easily be 
given.

Large section* of the Bible have absolute¬ 
ly no value for the religious life of our 
dav, and are only Interesting to the anti¬ 
quarian and the student of religious evo¬ 
lution. For the uses of the young nn ex¬ 
purgated and selected Bible Is needed. A 
great part of the Bible l* unfit for the 
perusal of children. The same thing 
true of the creeds. They also need to be 
relegated to oblivion. They nre not true 
to the fife of to-day. and are not believed 
by either preachers or people. Let us 
have the courage and the honesty to *ay 
this, and to bring our creeds abreast of 
our knowledge and our real convictions.

The 
tendency of the market Is strongly up¬ 
ward, nnd th»*re are many who look 
for further rises in the very near fu¬ 
ture. Consumers are simply clamoring 
for Iron and are willing. In many in¬ 
stance*. to pay premium* to get the 
character of Iron wanted within the 
time desired. Production hus shown 
considerable improvement during the 
past week, nnd producers are encour¬ 
aged to believe that the present strin¬ 
gency in stocks Is going to be relieved 
to a substantial extent. A* it 1* the 
railroads are moving the Iron almost 
before It has cooled.

SUPPLY NEARLY GONE. 

High Grad© Oil Will Soon Be a Rare 
Article. 

Toledo, O., May 19.—[Special.]—De¬ 
velopment In the older oil-producing 
regior** of the Eaiit for the past week 
were not of the kind to arouse any new 
Interest in the fields under develop¬ 
ment. The efforts to find new produc¬ 
ing territory have not been at all grati¬ 
fying despite the fact that a number 
of t*-st wells have been completed in lo¬ 
calities outside of the old defined limits. 

There is no disguising the fact that 
the source of a supply of high-grade 
crude have been very nearly exhausted. 
The possibilities of unearthing fields of 
any apprehensible size capable of fur¬ 
nishing the much-needed quality of 
crude 1* very remote. There is still a 
chance for small pool* In Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia. Ohio and Indiana, but 


they are not and will not be able to meet 
the decline In pn»ducU»n of the ojd 
field*, no matter how greut the efT<A*t 
may be put forih to bring them to the 
front. Looking buck over the portion 
of the year expired, no pool of mere 
than 1,IKK> barrels a day has been dis¬ 
covered and developed AH are of a 
flashy nature and the decline is as rap¬ 
id as the rise. Tho trade xnu*t look to 
Kentucky from now on for a long pe¬ 
riod for an Increase in the production 
of high-grade crude, for there Is no 
doubt but what It exists there, and the 
drill is bound t«* find it in time, and the 
crude product is Just what the trade Is 
much In need of at the pres^mt time, 
as h Is rich In the Ugh ter product*.

The geological strata of this county, 
and especially In the neighborhood of 
Unlontown are singularly Identical wiith 
those that prevail at the nesv ga* and 
oil field of Southern Ihdlana, of which 
Petersburg, the county seat of Pike 
county. Is the center. 

The Devonian formation, which Is 
usually Indicative of rich reservoir* of 
oil and natural gas. Is represented in 
this county by the same black slate 
that overlies the porous sandstone at 
Petersburg. Ind., In which gas and oil 
has been found In immense quantities. 
That this county has been the scene of 
terrible geological upheavals in ago* 
post 1 b demonstrated by the peculiar 
surface formation of the county. These 
uplifts would naturally force the gas 
and oil horizon* nearer the surface here 
than, at other points. It Is reasonable 
to a.s*U 2 mi 6 the same peculiar condition* 
that exist at Petersburg are true of 
this region. It 1* doubtless a fact that 
the gas and oil reservoir* of Union 
county exl*t below the coal measure. 
Oh Highland creek,* there exists a 
spring whose waters nre so strongly 
Impregnated with crude petroleum a* 
to make It not only Impalatable, but 
nauseating to the ta*te. It is a local 
tradition that fish cannot be found In 
the stream anywhere near where the 
waters of the spring flow to those of 
Highland creek. Borings for oil were 
made on Highland creek in this county 
a* early a* 18«4. In one boring, near 
Robinson’s Mill, at a depth of 870 feet, 
a vein of salt water was struck and it 
came out of the opening with great 
force. The same phenomena was 4 
ture of another wdl sunk by locar cap¬ 
italists In the spring of 1S97, after go¬ 
ing to a depth of 1,000 feet. The well 
wa* then abandoned. 

Those who are experienced lr. such 
Triad era believe that Union county is In 
the same field that Is a continuation of 
the Venango. Pa., gas und oil region. 
They believe that a great mistake whs 
made by the drillers who abandoned th® 
well* bored In this country as soon as 
salt water was encountered. They be¬ 
lieve that If this water was cased off 
that gas or oil would be found at a 
i depth not exceeding 1,500 feet. Some 
1 of the most eminent geologists of the 
State have predicted that both gas and 
oil can be found In Unlontown and 
one has even gone so far as to rec¬ 
ommend that borings be made In the 
basin formed by the northeast dip of 
the rocks of the Ohio river and the 
southward dins of the n eks «t High¬ 
land creek. In the vicinity of Union- 
town. r i*he rapid demise of gas and 
oil production In Pennsylvania.

COME TO STAY. 


Dollar Wheat Will Prevail 
For Some Time. 


PRICE MAY GO TO $1.25 OR EVEN 
TO $1.50. 


ALL REPORTS TEND TO HELP 
BULL INTERESTS. 


EVEN GERMANY DOUBTFUL. 


Chicago, May 19.—[Special.]—Wheat 
history was made last week. The pro¬ 
fessional traders as well as the laymen 
have accepted the situation as it exists, 
and a majority believe that dollar 
wheat has come to stay. It require 
information of a kind which hitherto 
has not developed, regarding: resources 
so far untapped and unexpected, to 
convince the general public that the 
scarcity o.f the grain does not mean a 
continuance of high prices. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade scenes 
were enacted, beginning with the open¬ 
ing on Monday last, which wore strong¬ 
ly reminiscent of the haleyon days 
when 4 , 01d Hutch ,* 4 Ocyunselman and 
Pardridge were the leading figures In 
the arena, and of the later period, ten 
yearSn ago, when the Loiter deni was 
the big thing. \ 

Monday’s turmoil and excitement, 
succeeded by a lull Tuesday, was fol¬ 
lowed Wednesday by a renewal of the 
efforts of the bulls, who seemed deter¬ 
mined 10 boost prices, and they hod the 
figures and the reports of bad crops 
and short yield* to back them up. Con¬ 
sequently. the speculative public 
plunged in. and the traders, who them¬ 
selves were convinced that their hit?as 
of the situation were correct, helped 
again to force up the price. 

So the bears, dtecomfltod. had to 
maOte the most of the situation, which. 
In truth, found them unprepared. Bart- 
lett-Fraxler and Patten, and the Wr eto** 
firm were perslstemt buyers, evidently 
believing that the price at anything 
below the dollar mark was all too lit¬ 
tle. Patten went so far as to declare 
he would not touch razor to his whis¬ 
kers before wheat touched the $1.50 
mark. There are those who say he will 
not go many months unshaven, but 
they are the radicals. 

• • • 

May Touch $1.29. 

However, there are many who believe 
the price will touch Investigat¬ 

ing parties have been out in Kan¬ 
sas and the Southwest. Crop experts 
like Jones have been in the country 
where the frosts and the bugs have 
been playing hob, and none of these 
has declared that the reports of a small 
crop were bosh. The weather toward 
the end of the last week improved, lit 
Is true, and reports came in of favor¬ 
able weather both for growing crops 
and for seeding, but according to the 
experts the damage is too concrete 
and evident to be atoned for by any 
good conditions which can come now. 
Varm, growing weather, of course, will 
do much toward restoring something 
like normal conditions, but the Gov¬ 
ernment report of the 100 . 000.000 bush¬ 
els shortage Is ever present to remind 
the skeptic that reports of damage are 
too true. 

Where, then, are the foreign coun¬ 
tries to get their supplies? The lack 
of surplus hi the American crop and 
the admittedly poor yield In Canada, 
together with disappointing returns 
from the Argentine. British Columbia. 
India and Russia, all point toward a 
general shortage, and the Inevitable re¬ 
sult must be a higher price per bushel. 

Liverpool pooh-poohed the American 
tendency to regard the crop outlook as 
•ertouis. but of late there has been a 
tendency to regard the Inflation of the 
price on this side with something akin 
to deference, and traders generally be¬ 
lieve the foreign market soon will re¬ 
flect the American situation. 

• • • 

Germany Has Doubts. 


in American prices has been Justified 
by the facts, believing to a considerable 
extent that the work was that of the 
professional speculators intent upon 
monay-making. But in the same cables 
that bring news of this skepticism come 
reports of the tboruge In Russia and 
Hungary. Also comes the news that 
merchants and factors over the south 
of Europe are refusing to sign foreign 
grain contracts because they believe 
the yield will not leave them any mar¬ 
gin for export. 

Toward the end of last week th? mar¬ 
ket showed great strength, and when 
trading closed Friday night May wheat 
was the only delivery which closed be¬ 
low the dollar mark. And December 
touched as high as 1.03%. It closed 
at 1.02Vi; September, at 1-01%; July 
at 1.00%, and May at .98%. 

As to the area In which the green 
bug>- are working, reports from trust¬ 
worthy soujves have It that the extent 
of the ravages of the Insect Is on the 
Increase, extending as far north as 
Nebraska Missouri and Kansas axe 
greatly affected, and In the counties of 
Southern Kansas the damage Is as 
great as In Texas and Oklahoma, the 
two mest seriously affected regions.

Black Fly Kills Bugs. 

Encouraging reports, on the other 
hand, are coming In of the efforts 
which are being mode to pit against 
the green bug its natural enemy, a 
minute black fly. which is said to at¬ 
tack and exterminate the green bugs 
with enthusiasm. The Depart mean of 
Agriculture, In fact, officially an¬ 
nounced last week that the green bugs 
were being rapidly checked In their 
depredations, the Bureau of Entomol¬ 
ogy sending hundreds of thousands of 
the parasites from Oklahoma and Tex¬ 
as Into Kansas. Three agents of the 
bureau have been In the field directing 
the onslaughts on the bug. C. F. Mar¬ 
shall. acting entomologist of the de¬ 
partment. announced that with favor¬ 
able weather for a week or two the 
bug would be exterminated. 

The Canadian outlook Is gloomy. Five 
hundred mill, elevator and grain men, 
upon being communicated with In 
Western Canada, reported that the 
prospects were anything but favorable. 
The fact had been cited that the farm¬ 
ers were no longer bringing grain to 
the market, but this wn.» answered by 
the statement that they hod no more to 
sell. It Is said there is less than 20.000.- 
000 bushels In Western Canada, ex¬ 
cept that stored In terminal elevators 
at the lake front. 

Speculation in corn showed consider¬ 
able activity toward the dose of last 
week, and the prediction was made that 
the farmers, assured good prices for 
their wheat, would hold their corn until 
they got a hlgheT-than-average price 
for that commodity as well. 

Oats also shows considerable strength.

FOREST RESERVATION.

During Spring 57,000 Young Scions 
Were Set Out on Indiana Re¬ 
serve Near Henryville.

The replanting of seedlings from the 
nurseries at the forest reservation near 
Henryville, Ir>d.. has been completed for 
the spring season, but in the full there 
will be another planting. During the 
spring season 67,000 young trees that were 
purchased from other nurseries were set 
out In addition to several thousand that 
were grown on the ground from seed. 
Thousands of sprouts that are beginning 
to grow from seed sowed last fall will 
be ready for transplanting as moon as 
autumn sets In. The Indiana State Board 
of Forestry, under whose supervision the 
reservation Is. expects within the next 
year or so to show a great deal of prog¬ 
ress. 

The annual report Is now being distrib¬ 
uted and this shows that last fall there 
were taken from the nurseries 6.700 Amer¬ 
ican ash seedlings, 1.000 black locust 
seedlings, 1,800 Kentucky coffee tree seed- 
lines, SOT) American chestnut seedlings, 3)» 
Texas pecan seedlings and about 2,000 
mixed oak seedlings. All of these were 
transplanted In open fields In positio ns 
favorable to their growth An Immense 
number of black walnuts, hickory nuts, 
white oak and red oak acorns have been 
planted and a record Is kept of their 
cultivation and growth. The work on the 
reservation consists largely of producing 
seedlings of different varieties, demon¬ 
strating the ratio of growth of different 
trees, their action under different con¬ 
ditions and their availability for park 
and rondrway ornamentation.

New Burley solos amounted to 810 ttogx- 
head*. There wu a scarcity of good or fine 
leaf or bright grades^ only a few hogshead* 
being offered, and taken an a whole the quality 
wo* inferior. CVhny smokers and strippers 
were In ae-cive demand at an advance or %c to 
%c. Bright cutters and natural leaf fillers 
mot with brisk bidding, which re»ul el in fuil 
prices being realised. An active demand met 
offerings of medium, good and fine md leaf, 
while a stronger il«-m«u>d ruled for red tips and 
all low grade*, and prices were Inclined to ad¬ 
vance. The 140 hogshead* of old Burley were 
of good quality and coodllton. However, there 
was a scarcity of bright or colory grade* All 
grades were actively competed for anl were 
stronger, especially good and fine leaf.

The Union Pacific finan¬ 
cial plan was followed this week by tha an¬ 
nouncement of the Delaware and Hudson equip¬ 
ment note issue and the General Electric con¬ 
vertible bond issue and by intimations of a 
plan for additional ftapttal by th* Chesapeake 
ami Ohio. Tho underwriting of th# Union Pa¬ 
cific convertible bond Issue has not availed 
to check a downward tendency in the quota¬ 
tion* for th* new securities, when issued, which 
are desJt in on the curb market. Th* depre*#- 
lag effect extends also to other and older secu¬ 
rities, w’htch are overshadowed by the ad¬ 
vantages offered by newer isdues. 

Th* heaviness and lethargy of th* bond 
market to ascribed to the *fl!eot of the newer 
issues and the prospect of still others. The 
London market Is affsetsd In the same way, 
suoctwelve new Iseues serving to depress oid*r 
securities. Including consols, which have re¬ 
ceded to near the low level for recent isxues. 
Th* congestion of capital Issues and the slug¬ 
gishness of their absorption are thus plainly 
evident.

Inclined to harden, and loans on ordinary col¬ 
lateral for th* longer period* have, advanced 
appreciably. 

The hall in the securities market Is involved 
to some extent, of ooure*. with the uncertain¬ 
ties over the yeaPs crops. That a considerable

Tho stock market to most sensitive at 
present to th* news of our own spring wheat 
crop. With a large deficiency Ih European 
wheat crop* indicated, and th* low condition 
and large winter-killed acreage of our own 
winter wheat crop dlsolcwed by th* figures ot 
the Agricultural Department, the poratble out¬ 
put of spring wheat becomes a question of ax- 
cepttonal Importance. The tote season and th* 
delay In th* seeding of spring wheat glv* un¬ 
usual speculative condition* to th* question 
of the final outcome. 

Tho influence of bad crop new* on stocks to 
constantly modified, also, by the consideration 
of the unusually large percentage ot last year s 
abundant crop* which to held in rreerve. and 
to assured a profltAblo market by in* present 
circumstance*.

MEASURE MAY BE REPORTED TO 
COUNCIL TO-MORROW. 


RENUMBERING APPROPRIATION 


Dr. T. J. Yager, chairman of the Revision 
Committee of the lower board of the Gen¬ 
eral Council, announced yesterday that a 
meeting of Ms committee will he held nt 
the City Hall to-day nt noon at which 
time the ordinance creating a new fran¬ 
chise for the Home Telephone Company 
will be considered. The ordinance con¬ 
demning certain property on Oak street, 
along the right-of-way of the proponed 
subways will ulso be considered at the 
meeting. Dr. Yug«*r declined to express 
his opinion relative to the telephone or¬ 
dinance as to whether or not he is in favor 
of Its passage in Us present form. He 
said he thought, his committee would make 
n report on tho ordinance ut the meet¬ 
ing of the General Council to be held to¬ 
morrow night. 

Probably the most important matter 
that may come up at the meeting of tho 
General Council to-morrow night will b*. 
the opinion of Judge A. E. Richards bear¬ 
ing on the street railway franchises Judge 
Richards is not certain that he will have 
his opinion ready by to-morrow night, 
but if h* docs it will overshadow in Im¬ 
portance everything else. His opinion will 
have to do with the validity or the fran¬ 
chises under which the company is now 
Operating, and If ho decides that these 
franchises liav expired the city likely will 
take tho nuuter to court with u view of 
compelling the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany t«i purcha— new franchises. 

The committee of the upper bonrd thnt 
has been considering thi onuke consumer 
ordinance introduced by Owen Tyler sev¬ 
eral weeKf* ego likely will report it fa¬ 
vorably ut the meeting to-morroW night. 
It is probable that the ordinance will be 
Slightly amended, however, in < :d> r that 
those who under Its provisions will have 
to equip their furnaces with con uncra 
piny have one year alter the ordinance 
goes Into effect to accomplish the work. 

A niw ordinance will be Introduced In 
the lower ho.iid providing for the appro¬ 
priation of $31.000 to cover the expense of 
purchasing and putting up new house 
numbers and .street uuue m at every street 
Intersection within the corporate limits 
of the city.

Raul C. Barth, recommending that the ap¬ 
propriation be made.
